S.R.O. 75.—In exercise of the powers conferred by the proviso to article 309 of the Constitution and in super¬ 
session of the Ministry of Defence, Army Headquarters, Military intelligence Directorate, General Staff Branch 
(Examiner, Assistant Examiner and Civilian Interpreter) Recruitment Rules, 1987, except as respects things done 
or omitted to be done before such supersession, the President hereby makes the following rules regulating the method

Ex-servicemen, the other Backward Classes 
and other special categories of persons in accordance with the orders issued by the Central Government from time 
to time in this regard.
